It is not pleasant for a writer to 
express fear for the future. 
If for 
n > other reason, it is unpopular. The 
front page is not for the party who 
s« es a dark cloud instead o f a rain­ 
bow. 
A warning of danger ahead 
hacked by a reason is not so welcome 
to the reading public as a prediction 
o f a brighter tomorrow, even though 
ii is made without reason. Optimism 
is a comm endable trait if it is not 
used to obscure unpleasant, inevitable 
truths 
and 
thereby 
hinder proper 
precaution and preparation. 
In this time of dire w ant in a world 
o f plenty almost everyone, from the 
President on down, like the * Raven , 
- epeat the same thought 
in almost 
he same words, viz; “ This trouble 
nas already reached its peak and b et­ 
ter tim es are just ahead. 
^ e will 
come back stronger than ever be­ 
cause civilizations have always done 
so.” Conference after conference has 
been called and attempts made to 
alleviate the very sick world but up 
to the present time they have been 
almost totally futile. 
For at least 
eighteen months practically the same 
optimistic assertions have been made 
with such frequency that they would 
have 
been 
wholly discredited 
long 
ago if it were not for the fact we 
just naturally want to believe them. 
The 
statem ent 
that 
civilizations 
h^ve always worked out o f their d if­ 
ficulties are so far from the truth 
that I cannot understand how anyone 
familiar with the history of mankind 
can get his own consent to make 
such assertions. 
To go back a few 
y e a rs, or a few generations for com­ 
p a n io n s is not touching the outskirts 
of the efforts of man upon this earth. 
Civilizations have always come hack 
stronger than ever! When and w h e re ? 
Not in China; not in India, not in 
Persia. Arabia, Palestine or any of 
the other more ancient civilizations 
in that part of Asia. not in Greece, 
Macedonia, Rome or northern Africa, 
and to come to more m odem times, 
not in Spain, Mexico or Peru. 
This 
old earth is but a vast cem etery of 
man's efforts to build and to enjoy 
the fruits o f his own energy. 
No 
nation of modern Europe has 
yet 
been tested by time. 
They have al­ 
most all been beneficiaries of the 
discoveries and migrations following 
close upon the heels of the discovery 
of the Western hemisphere by Colum­ 
bus. 
At the beginning of the new era, 
opened up through the discovery of 
Columbus, Spain had a decided ad­ 
vantage and her condition today is 
a clear example o f 
how 
quickly 
greatness and glory will depart from 
a nation that blinds itself to the doc­ 
trines of liberty and justice that were 
t 
nutured to full fruition In the west­ 
ern world. 
Through tyranical rule 
| 
she early lost the support of many 
; 
of her colonies and colonial support 
has been the life-blood of all western 
European nations. 
Everything is comparative. In ages 
past it took civilizations a long time 
to build, or utterly perish. Everything 
moved slowly, then. People endured 
slavery, both literal and economic, 
through fears o f military authority, 
ignorance 
and 
superstition. 
Lyman 
Beecher said it took Rome 500 years 
to die It took her longer to grow up. 
Rut both progress and retrogression 
have 
been accelerated 
beyond 
the 
dreams o f even * few years ago. In 
times past each civilization dealt with 
its own 
problems 
so 
to 
speak, 
ignorant of the rest, of the world. 
But now the whole commercial world 
is one interlocking net work or crazy 
quilt. 
We have shouldered immense 
burdens not our own and have seem- 
ingly saved no one and not even re­ 
tained the friendship of the b enefi­ 
ciaries of our generosities. 
It is pertinent to ask just now are 
we going to concentrate on our owfl 
a ff a in , or going to try to 
burden* cf Th® woald alto. 
It lf 


a fact we cannot enjoy prosperity 
unless other commercial n a t i o n s ara 
prosperous, upon what baMs can the 
nations agree? 
We have loaned and 
invested some tw enty-five billion dol­ 
lars to other countries within 
the 
last 16 or 17 years with little results, 
apparantiy. How much more will it 
take? Every modern nation is rais­ 
ing tariff walls and going more com ­ 
pletely into 
commercial 
isolation. 
How can this 
bring 
international 
harmony? 
There is now the greatest 
division in 
international 
financial 
policies we have had in modern times. 
Where will this lead us? 
I do not mean to predict and do 
not wish to believe that we. as a 
nation, have 
shot 
our 
holt, so to 
speak. 
But I do wish to emphasize 
the seriousness of our situation and 
the foolishness of relying 
upon 
a 
chance turn o f the wheel 
of 
our 
fortunes. 
Even we will bt compelled 
to atone for our national nils. 
We 
cannot go on without plans as com ­ 
prehensive as the situation itself. M e 
cannot even go on by advancing and 
retreating like we have been dcong 
and like our cheerful opt.mists J re­ 
d id will he our w ay out. 
Advance 
m ent beyond a healthy growth, fo l­ 
lowed bv declines beyond safety, is 
not going to (indeed cannot) build 
a permanent civilization. 
We must 
find 
approximate 
stability 
guaran­ 
teed by an approximate hist division 
of the fruits of our energies or w e 
are doomed, eventually. This cannot 
he done without extraordinary states­ 
manship 
hacked 
by 
extraordinary 
courage. We have o f late years sur­ 
rendered 
liberties purchased 
by 
a 
more wmrthy ancestry at great sac­ 
rifice. 
We have created a favored class 
that is not going to willingly sur­ 
render their advantages. 
We ha- e 
made the barometer of our prosper­ 
ity the shifting fortunes of gambling 
exchanges, which are wholly without 
stability and are ruled by mob psy­ 
chology. 
By 
this means w e hav” 
made it impossible for our mral peo­ 
ple to prosper by denvinr them the 
right to price the fruits of their toil 
and investments. 
Th"' farm er;’ en­ 
forced poverty is not only tragic hut 
It* legalization 
is 
the 
outstanding 
economic crime of all history. Those 
who are legalized to combine and 
conspire against values are >-o en ­ 
trenched thev are scarcely criticized 
even now when the whole world is 
gasping 
for its 
economic 
breath. 
Even 
when 
soft-pedal Criticism 
is 
offered no reference is made to our 
farm ers who are not onlv the chief 
victims, hut are the only enforced 
victims. No corporation is compelled 
against its consent to have its values 
tinkered with 
bv stock 
exchanges. 
But the producers of cotton, corn, 
wheat, etc. are compelled to suffer 
fhe game and are denied b f law to 
know who is doing the damage. 
Poverty of 
the 
masses 
brought 
about by the concentration of wealth 
into the coffers of a comparatively 
few* people is one of the oldc t crimea 
of history. 
Its permission is jhe 
surest fatal misstep any civilization 
can make. 
The sale value o f surplus 
energy well distributed makes ma­ 
terial progress and when it gets clog­ 
ged 
into 
a 
few centers the 
very 
means o f orogre-s are seriously ham­ 
pered. if not destroyed. 
That th<* situation is threatening 
no sane person will deny. 
What arr 
we going to do about it? To prattle 
♦he stock phrase that prosperity is 
just around the com er means noth 
ing. 
It has even lost its force as a 
temporary anesthetic. Surely present 
conditions will not go on 
forever. 
But are we merely hoping that the 
big gamblers will soon turn optim is­ 
tic and sw ing the pendulum far in 
the other direction until the harvest 
is again ripe for another shearing 
of the victims to be followed by an­ 
other depression? Our peak- of pros 
peritv and poverty come with rather
